Forthe same resson wo
have never regarded the national burean
of egrionlture sa an institotion that can
vory much benefit the American farmer.
At best the commimloner of agrlenlture
has been an ornamental figure-head In
oharge of the botanleal garden from which
the wives and female friends of congress-
men are sapplled with costly bequots,
Incidentally theagricnltural bureau fur-
nishoa “‘garden-sas' for the rural conatlt-
neney of the tenators and repressntalives
whe! find this a very cheap method of
electioneering, From Le Due, who
ralsed tea at ten dollars s ponnd, down
to Lorlog, who took pride In deliverivg
lecturen on blooded stock at atate falrant
Uncle Sam's expense, there model farm-
ora have been arrant humbuogs. The new
commliasioner, Mr, Colman, knows almost
an much about farming as Horace Greely
did. He has been a publither of a no-
called agricultural paper which prints
wood-cut illustrations of prizs atcers,
promium pumpkins and blooded plge.
H!s farming lis boen done princlpally in
the attlo of a St. Louls print.shop, whera
ke ralsed his crops on the elevator.

Several Omuba land hunters have been
prospaciing in the reserve lately, and
ware not favorably Imprewsed with the
Iny of the country. Mr. Woodman, of
this city, returned Satarday from an ex-

tonded rlde over that country, and pro-
nounces it the poorast that bas yet been
put on the msrket. The Indlans have
selected the best of tho bottom and high
land, and sre widely soattered. If a
white man takes a clsim batween the In-
dians he is ahnt out from hls fellows and

must bear his share of
the taxes without the benefits,
partleularly  escheol  facllitice.  The

greater portion of the high land s broken
and gravely, snd its productive qualities
must cer'aiuly bo limited. A large group

Thoe Logan Valley, in Mr. Woodmen's
opinion, and In fact the entire country
between Douglas and Knox countler, Is
the farmers’ paradise., Yeu In this fa-
vored reglon, blessed with Incomparable
soll and markot facilities, great bodies of
land are held by epeculators and uncnlti-
vated. The favored members of the
schonl land ring gobbled up, under
twenty and twenty-five yesr leases, sec-
tion after sectlon of the land. The rirg-
sters now demand snd frequently roceive
s bonus of 82,560 en nere fer the lenees,
besides having the interest pald hy them
on appraiszment refunded. The pur-
chaser generally ge's the worst of the
borgaln, forss roon nsa leate changes
hands & new appralecment is bad, and
under the precent law it cannot bo less
than 87 an scre, This aystem of Jesso 18
a great detrlment to Dixon and Ceder
countlea. '

In the Omsha regerve Mr Woodman
found a fow Indian farmers at work, The
general rale Is to do aa little ss poaeible—
the lezy and shifticas living off the few
notlve workersz. Each adult buck and
rquaw  has been pllotied eighty acres
nach, nod the children forty, These al.
lotments are not taxsble, and cannot ba
trapefeired for twenty-five years. The
Indolence of a mejority of the Indianas,
snd their desire to irade, has Induced
eeveasnl stockmen to bargain for range
privileges. One enterprising steckman
proposes to take a section of the tribe to
Washiogten, hoping thereby to induce
the Interlor depsrtment to gract the In-
dians the right to leasa their claims. 1f
this privilege Is given the lucky stockman
will abtain a Inxurivus rangs for their
heards for almost s song.
